"Why not,” he said, “bring to 
light and expose the activities of the 
Communists who openly advocate 
the overthrow of the Government by 
force; who hold policy-making posi- 
tions in the Federal Government 
and who, by infiltration into labor 
unions, interfere with war produc- 
tion and transportation?” 

Mr. Hoffman referred to Vice 
President Wallace as having been 
"selected by Eleanor Roosevelt and 
the President as the President’s 
running mate” in 1940. 

Outside the Government, the 
Michigan Representative accused 
the CIO leadership, of being Com- 
munist inspired and working "to 
overthrow the Government by force” 
and bitterly attacked radio com- 
mentators Walter Winchell and 
Drew Pearson, accusing them of 
helping to foster a "smear cam- 
paign” against Congress. 


He discussed what he described 
as "wolf-pack smearers” and said 
these included "Walter Winchell, 
creator of falsehoods; Marshall 
Field’s PM, the Chicago Sun, the 
Luce publications and other publi- 
cations apparently more interested 
in other countries than in the wel- 
fare of America.”
